Washington, July 5.—A welcome 


break in the hot wave has occurred in 
some portions of the county, but dt 
is still very hot in most -cxf the ter- 
ritory ea^t of the Boekies. Baltimore 
and St. Iiouis, according to the official 
observation^ taken \a,t 8 o'clock this 
morning, were (at that hour the -hot- 
test cities in the United States. Both 
recorded 84, wflxich is nine degrees 
above the average for this week of 
July dtariiug the past thirty years. 
Belief has come in ITew (England and 
the temperature is below the season- 
able average there. 
In Boston it is 


four degrees fbelow the normal. 


The hot wave h'as been dissipated 


in the state® in the extreme upper 
Mississippi -mid mid'dle and upper 
Missouri valleys, the Lake Superior 
region 
and

mountain districts, 
wfliere heavy 


fains h'ave sent the mercury down- 
ward.

Indianapolis, July 5.—The state 


and county authorities have become 
convinced that many persons who 
have keen committed to the insan* 
hospital under verdicts by the insan- 
ity trust are not insane at all, and 
the attorney general has ordered a 
:omfplete list of all cases in the past 
year to be made, that the persons 
committed may be re-emmined by 
experts and their true condition de- 
termined. Thds step li\is been taken 
because of the Boss case on one hand 
and that of persons on. the other who 
have been released and who have now 
came forward with statements that 
they were never insane. One of these 
is former Township Trustee Make* 
peace, who was committed under a 
verdict by the insanity trust and who 
was released after a few days' con- 


finement. It has been called to the 
attention of the attorney general that 
many persons who 'are sent to tha 
asylum seem perfectly rational for 
indefinite periods, and it is the rule 
there to study the cases in the stages 
of acute symptoms rather than, when 
the patients -are undemonstrative, and 
he thinks it highly probable that 
some of the recent commitments have 
not been looked into as closely a* they 
should be. 3?or that reason he will 
ask that an expert examination be 
made in each case where the dispen- 
sary doctors have ibeen the witnesses 
and Justice Locknmn has presided at 
the trials. If the developments are 
such as lie expects, all the facts will 
be laid before (the grand jury as fur- 
ther evidence of the illegal methoda 
of the alleged trust.

GET RELIEF FROM THE HOT SPELL 


Many Cities Have Cooler Weather, But There is 


an Abnormal Average Still—No Promise 


for Permanence. 


Washington, July S.—'A welcome 


break in the hot wave has occurred in 
some portions of the country, but it 
Is still very hot in. most oi the .ter- 
ritory eastt of the Rockies. Baltimore 
and St. Louis, according to the official 
observations taken at B o'clock this 
morning, were at that hour the 'hot- 
test, cities in the "United States. Both 
recorded 84, wQiich is nine degrees 
ab'ove the average for -this week of 
July during the past thirty years. 
Relief lias come in New -England and 
the temperature is below the se'ason- 
able average there. 
In Boston it is 


four degrees below the normal. 


The 'hot wave h'as been dissipated 


in the states in the extreme upper 
Mississippi -and anid'tlle and upper 
Missouri valleys, the Lake Superior 
region 
and tho northern 
-Rocky 


mountain, districts, 
where heavy 


I'ains Irave sent the mercury down- 
ward. 


The seat of the hot wave is in tlie 


middle Atlantic states and- in the 
mid-die 
'Mississippi 
valley. 
At 


many points in this territory the tem- 
perature tliis morning ranged from 
six to nine degrees above normal. 


W'o permanent relief is in sight, al- 


though thunder storms ai'e likely to 
occur at any time.

Ifliree prostrations from 'heat were re- 
ported -here up to 10 n. m. today. The 
m'ariraum tempera'hirc to that time 
was 82.

That made iWalton desire Ramsey's 
services more than ever, and indirect- 
ly was the cause of Ramsey's, rapid 
advancement.
